tion even than usual, but the hope of a 
strong- revival a little later is still 
cherished by many.

bill, - with possibilities of

amendments, was a source of appre- 
hension to some, but with that out oJ 
the -way the deficiency of treasury re- 
ceipts remains and. experts of gold dc 
not cease. There has not been much 
time for change in the jndustries, bul 
differences observed since the new 
year began are not in the direction oi 
higher prices or larger1 demand. There 
are more indications tlmn of late that 
stocks of different kinds of good have 
been accumulating in consequence oi 
past increase in production.

TORPEDO BOATS. 


An Iowa Firm Ready to Bid for Theii 


Construction. 


DTJBUQPE" la., Jan. 12.—The plans 


for torpedo boats Nos. 3, 4 and 
f> have 


been received by the Iowa Iron works, 
which is preparing to !bid on them. 
The faults in the desig-n and the plac- 
ing of^machinery, to which ths build- 
ers attribute the mishaps attending 
the Ericsson's uncompleted trial trips, 
are avoided in the"~plans for the new 
boats, which will be 10 feetJonger, 6 
inches broader, 138 tons greater in dis- 
placement, and will have triple instead 
of quadruple expansion engines situ- 
ated crosswise instead of lengthwise. 
Their speed will be 2 cresenders in- 
stead of 1. Their speed will be 24J< 
knots, and the cost of all, including 
armament, is not to exceed S450.000. 
The Ericsson cost $113,000, without 
armament, and her speed requirement 
is 24 knots. Her trial trip will not be 
witnessed until late in March.

DULUTH, Minn., Jan. 12.—The detail* 


of what is, to be one of the biggest 
combinations in raw materials in the 
United States are now under consid- 
eration, and the probabilities are that 
within a few months the combination 
will be effected so that there will be 
no competition, and so that a reason- 
ably good price shall be obtained for 
three-quarters of the Bessemer -iron 
ore. in this country. 


There will-be but three companies in 


the deal. 


These are the Minnesota Iron Co., the 


giant of them all. with an expect«d 
Dutput this year of 400,000 tons from 
Tower mine and 600,000 tons fipom it* 
"hindler mine, both on the Vennillion 
range; the Korrie. of the Gogebic, 
which can put out this year nearly a 
million tons, and the Colby group, also 
of the Goge'bie range, which has been 
put into such shape that it came well 
:p toward the capacity of the Xorrie.- 
These three companies will mine three- 
;ourths of the Bessemer output of the 
country.

these companies will be made chiefly 
Dy one firm pf Cleveland brokers, and 
he idea is to put the price for next sea- 
son's delivery at about S3.50 a tonr in- 
stead of S2.50 and S2.90 the prevailing 
prices of the past season.

selling ore for less than the same qual- 
ty ever sold, ,with one exception, in 
ibis Country.

Columbia decides that tha bounty fea- 
ture is unconstitutional, in delivering 
its opinion, it asserts that the power of 
congress to pay bounties to manufac- 
turers or producers has never been 
directly passed upon by the courts, but 
the underlying principle has been time 
and again asserted, particularly in the 
celebrated opinion of Justice Miller, of 
the supreme court, in the Kansas case, 
in which he held that the povernraent 
cunnot take property from citizens to 
bestow it upon favored individuals, 
which is not taxation, but confiscation 
and robbery, no matter by what name 
it may be called. The court asserts 
'that all authorities cited establsh be- 
yond question that the power of taxa- 
tion in all free governments like ours 
is limited to public objects and pur- 
poses governmental in their nature. As 
to the claim that "the general welfare" 
clause of 
the constitution may be 


stretched to encourage the production 
of sugar by a bounty, the decision 
makes short work of it. Says the court: 


"If congress be conceded the power 


to grant subsidies from the public re- 
venues to all objects it may deem to be 
for the general welfare, then it follows 
that this discretion renders superfluous 
all the special delegations of power 
contained in 
the constitution, 
and 


opens a way for u flood of socialistic 
legislation, the specious plea for all of 
which has ever been "the general wel- 
fare."

MATTHEWS' MESSAGE. 


Tfc« Indiana GoTcrnor Give* Hint* to th« 


L«pi»larurc on Needed Legislation. 


ISDIAXAFOLIS, Ind., Jan. 12.—Gov. 


'Matthews first touched npon the finan- 
cial condition of the state, reporting 
that debts amounting to 5910,00*0 have 
.already been paid uince"the last legis- 
lator* and that £400,000 more are 'soon 
to be paid. The state debt, he says, 
is now 87,030,015.12, allowing for the 
$400,000 now in New York" for the pay- 
ment of the bonds called in. 


He nest refers to the domestic trou- 


bles that made it necessary to call out- 
troops, treats first the Columbian Ath- 
letic club, at Roby, where prize fights 
were held. The coal miners' strike 
was reviewed, and the history of the 
»tate!s connection with the railroad 
strike given. He reports that the total 
expense was S52,807. He Bays that he 
borrowed S41.917.40 oh his personal re- 
sponsibility for thft payment of the 
troops, so as -to pi-event loss to the 
militiamen, who would otherwise have 
had to discount their warrants. He 
asks that this money, which was loaned 
to him by the Merchants' National, the 
Indiana National and Fletcher's banks, 
"be repaid at G per cent, interest. 


Among.the things recommended by 


the governor are the following. 


An increase of the military contin- 


gent fund, which is now §2,000.' 


Amendment of the military lavrs so 


as to give the commanding officer more 
discretion in regard to firing, so as not 
to be compelled to wait for the order 
to come from the 
eiv.il 
officer in 


charge. 


He criticises sheriffs who, for polit- 


ical reasons, fail to do their whole 
duty, and asks authority to enforce 
compliance with laws in such instances. 
He also -wants authority to dismiss 
sheriffs who thus fail in their duty. 


Urges the abolishing of the Roby race 


track and connecting evils. 


The governor makes a- strong recom- 


mendation in favor of laws, for a better 
road system, closing- as follows: 
"In 


this day of electricity we may reasona- 
bly exjiect, in the near future, electric 
lines to branch out through the coun- 
try. A law should be enacted restric^- 
njr county commissioners in 
t",;.' 


right to grant rights of way alo-T <.-,-• 
public thoroughfares, to the;: . :j:;ry 
anci ruin, for the travel of those com- 
pelled to ute them, and who have 
borne the cost of their construction.'' 


The tax law is commended and the 


recommendation made that the green- 
backs he made taxable, A strong in- 
dorsement is given the proposed appro- 
priation for the State Soldiers' horae 
which is to be established at Lafayette, 
and the legislature is urged to petition 
congress for an appropriation for a 
survey for a ship canal through In- 
diana from the lakes to the Ohio river.
